ST. LOUISAN TELLS OF 
GUADALAJARA FIGHT 





A two-days’ battle in the streets of 
Guadalajara, Mexico, is described in a 
letter written Saturday by Charles 
Sieber of Webster Groves and received 
Wednesday by his son, Charles J. 
Sieber of 707 Goodfellow avenue. The 
elder Sieber escaped to Mexico City, 
although his train was fired upon sev- 
eral times. 

He related that fighting .broke out in 
Guadalajara last Friday, continued al! 
day and night and wasequelled only on 
Saturday morning. 

“To my knowledge,’’ he wrote, ‘100 
insurgents were killed. Their bodies 
were left to die in the streets and 
teamsters drove their carts over them 
where they were so numerous as to 
block the thoroughfares.”

While tile combat was on, Sieber re- 
mained in his hotel, with a brace of re- 
volvers beside him. It was not safe, he 
declared, for an American to be geen on 
the streets. When the firing ceased, he 
took a train for Pueblo; but found the 
rebels besieging the town, so he con- 
tinued to Mexico City. 

Here he was informed by the manager 
of a firm employing hundreds of travel- 
ing salesmen that their reports showed 
an uprising all over Mexico and of 
especial bitterness in the central and 
southern states. In most of the princi- 
pal towns, the manager said, there had 
been fighting. 

Sieber was in Aues, Callientes, ¢ week 
ago, he wrote, agd witnessed street skir- 
mishes there: The insurgents were 
quickly repressed. He will leave Mex- 
ico, if he can carry out his plans, next 
week.

BROKEN BY BAT 
WHILE AT PLAY 


wo Hundred. Pupils Wit- 
ness Accident at East Side 
School., 


-It was playtime at the Sacred Heart 
School in East St..

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DR. CRIPPEN, NEAR 
COLLAPSE, HANGED 
FOR Wirt MURDER 


Belle Elmore’s Slayer Had to 
Be Assisted Up the Steps 
to Gallows.

LONDON, Nov. 2%.—Dr, Hawley Har- 


vey Crippen today paid the penalty for 
the murder of his wife, Belle Elmore, 
the actress,-last February, within a few 


minutes of the stroke of 9, the morning 


hour officially fixed for the execution. 
The hanging was in Pentonville Prison, 


where the prisoner has been confined 
since his return to this country, fol- 
lowing his arrest in Canada. 

The condemned man, who, throughout 
his trial and .even until Home SBecre- 
tary Churchill had refused a petition for 
his reprieve, had maitained an imper- 
turbable’ calmness, presented a pitiable 
appearance as he was led through the 
short corridor from his cell to the scaf- 
fold. \ 

‘His mental anguish had been too 
great to be covered up by bravado, and 
it was a broken man the warders were 
obliged te assist up the steps to the 
drop, upon which, once reached, the 
shrinking figure all but collapsed. 

Loses All Courage Toward End, 

The ,first report that Crippen had met 
his fate calmly was contradicted by per- 
sons wh® ‘were present in the prison 
during the man’s last hour. The doomed 
man \passed a restless night and ap- 
peared haggard and worn when awak- 
ened from his fitful slumbers. He 
seemed to lose all fortitude as the end 
approached. A breakfast was brought 
to him, but he left it untouched. 

His face was colorless as he was 
escorted, bareheaded, to the gallows. 
The grewsome wor!: was soon done. The 
black cap was quickly drawn over the 
face, the noose adjusted and the bolt 
drawn. Crippen, .who weighed 140 
pounds, was given a drop of seven feet. 
Death was instantaneous.

At Season’s Opening Direc- 
tor Galloway Proves Choral 
Club’s Quality.

Big Audience With Cello’s 
Emotional Spell. 





By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS, 
HARLES GALLOWAY, tall, slen- 
: det, poet-faced and tremendously 
earnest, made last night’s open- 
ing of the Apollo Chub séason at the 
Odeon the occasion for submitting final 
and convincing proof that he has suce- 
ceeded in bringing the Apollo singers to 
that point of excellence at which they 
take their place as a choral organiza- 
tion of the first order of merit. 

This demonstration was offered with 
especial emphasis in two numbers on 
the program enjoyed by an audience 
that filled every seat in the spacious 
auditorium whose échoes have been so 
long sweetened by Apollo singing, and, 
properly enough, a dramatic contrast 
was créated by the interesting exposi- 
tion. 

In. the splendid Bliss chant of the ad- 
venturous open, “A Plainsman’s Song,” 
the voices under Mr. Galloway’s «rain- 
ing were revealed in a certain robust 
quality of impetuous and virile fierinéss 
full of genuine thrill to all who appre- 
ciate the big distinction of masculine 
balladry at its best. The emotional 
sewing of this song was given with the 
very finest effect, and its transition 
from voice to voice, the first bassos and 
tenors being particularly: inipressive, 
furnished as good an example of out- 
right and truthfully balanced male 
caroling as one could wish to hear. 

Then, but a few moments later, Mr. 
Galloway led his black-coated choir 
in an exquisite presentation of 
Fischer’s ‘“‘Softly Dream,” as delicate 
a little good-night love song as was 
ever sounded under the summer stars. 
It called for the utmdst restraint, yet, 
at the same time, the most gently 
true sounding of every note, and Mr. 
Galloway’s singers met this difficult 
requirement with admirable skill. So 
tone-faithful were the voices in this 
subordination to the score’s demand 
that there were moments. when the 
musical effect wes that of a great 
and perfectly attuned instrument 
rather than of a perilous massing of 
human throats in the place of the 
organ-pipes that then seemed to be 
heard. 

To my mind, this closing number 
was the crowning Apollo achieve- 
ment of the evening, yet, as I have 
just said, the chantey of the plains 
was &@ magnificent thing, and, second 
only to its own appeal in_ virility, 
was the “Cossack War Song” of Hor- 
atio Parker, heard earlier on the pro- 
gram. Other numbers were Denne- 
Smith’s ‘‘Sleep, Little: Baby of Mine” 
and the merrily bibulous “War Song of 
the Dare-Alls,”"" by Scott, in each of 
which the Apollos were heard to excel- 
lent advantage. 

Mr. Boris Hambourg, | one of the 
night's two soloists, scored a triumph 
of undeniable high deserving, reveal- 
ing the gifts, not alone of the ‘cello 
virtuos6, but of the artist who feels 
life deeply and is competent for self- 
expression through the medium of 
the most emotional of all the orches- 
tra’s instruments. 

Virtuosity and feeling alike were 
manifested, and necessarily, in his 
first number, Tschaikowsky’s trying 
“Rococco” variations for the ‘cello, 
in which Mr. Hambourg warmly 
commended himself to his audience’s 
favor. 

But it was in the eromram’ s second 
part, when he. presented a little 
group-number comprising Chopin's 
“Nocturne,” Victor Herbert’s ‘Petite 
Valse,” Saint-Saens’ “The Swan.” 
and Popper's “Spinning Song,” 
that this players best distinction was 
attained. His interpretation of the 
Chopin Nocturne was a lovely thing, 
and in the Popper score and the Her- 
bert waltz he proved his technical 
craftsmanship with delicate master- 
fulness.’ 

But, it seemed to me, his greatest per- 
formance of the night was heard in 
Saint-Saens’ ravishing little tone pic- 
ture, a composition which, with the 
slightest flaw in its presentation, seems 
instantly desecrated and despoiled of 
that flawless beauty which is its in- 
herent possession. Mr. Hambourg was 
worthy of its playing—and when he had 
drawn its last note from a cello to 
pwhich he imparts so much of the best 
that is found in the violin, one could be 
very sure of having been listening to 
fa master cellist at his task’s best doing. 
Last night's audience made much of 
Hambonurg, and with exc@llent reason. 

Mme. Gracia Ricarde, soprano, sang 
pleasingly, her voice being pure and 
true, Well trained and sure of results.

When E. H. Harriman and Senor Limantour 
consolidated three-fourths of Mexico’s railroad 
mileage American bankers bought $385,000,000 of 
the bonds. The Compania Bancaria de Obres y 
Bienes Raices, better known as “the Bancaria,” a 
building, real estate and banking concern through 
which this and other big Mexican deals were 
handled, was evolved from the old American 
Bank. It has $10,600,000 capital. 

Americans control the United States Banking 
Co., with $2,000,000 capital and $620,000 reserve. 
The Harriman interests own the $500,000 Mercan- 
tile Banking Co. Dr. F. S. Pearson of New York 
and his associates, who financed the street rail- 
ways of Mexico City, control the International 
Banking Corporation, with $3,250,000 capital. 

The Mexican National Packing Co., which has 
a government monopoly of the meat trade in the 
capital, and will soon become a large exporter of 
bacon, hams and a full line of packing house 
products, is a New Jersey corporation. The Gug- 
genheims control the smelting industry. The iron 
and steel mills are in-American hands. 

American money and brains have. built rail- 
roads, power plants, irrigation plants, factories, 
bridges and warehouses. American millions are 
invested in Mexican mines, plantations, ranches, 
sawmills, timber, lands, steamships and even 
patent medicine factories. Our annual interchange

citizens in Mexico have millions of friends and 
relatives north of the Rio Grande. 

To what extent the budding revolution will 
spread cannot be surmised. A great outbreak has 
been long predicted. Small ones break forth and 
are suppressed. But any little flame may be 
fanned into a disastrous conflagration. 

Should it become plain that the Diaz Govern- 
ment cannot protect American interests, the posi- 
tion of this country will ‘be most embarrassing. 
Interference in domestic broils is dangerous. In- 
terference in the revolutions of the smaller re- 
publics has always created hostility to Americans 
in the little republics and dissatisfaction at home. 

Can American interests in .Mexico be pro- 
tected by force without incurring disastrous con- 
sequences? Should we seek to protect investments 
which were made in full knowledge of the poten- 
tial instability and in dependence on the ability 
of the Diaz administration to preserve peace and 
order? 
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Postmaster-General Hitchcock estimates that 
the public has been fleeced out of $100,000,000 by 
get-rich-quick concerns in the last five years and 
besides that the tariff was working 24 hours 
every day. 





HOBBIES AND DISTRACTION. 

When organized labor in St. Louis passed reso- 
lutions against rifle shooting as an incident of 
public school education, it was on the ground that 
the schools are civil in purpose, intended to sup- 
port civil government, and that they ought not 
to be made miNtary. 

To this objection is made by the Nationa] Rifle 
Association, whose secretary explains from Waash- 
ington that there will be no military system intro- 
duced in the schools, but a new sport, less brutal. 

Rifle shooting may be a 
splendid hobby, but it is one of hundreds pressing 
on the public schools for an introduction after 
failure to control public opinion on its merits.

The minds of teachers are distracted 
from the essentials of education, while the pupil 
in the brief average time of his school life, has 
greater and greater difficulty in bringing his mind 
to focus on what he most needs to learn. 

As this is already notorious, it is time for the 
grand army of hobby riders to seek stable room 
for their mounts at their own expense. ‘The doors 
of the public schools ought to be closed against 
them.

Some years ago England 
and Germany began systematic education of wom- 
en in infant hygiene through every available 
agency. The results were most satisfactory. .

° Ventilate the Cars. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The quéstion of street car héating and ventila- 
tion is one of the utmost importance and one 
which the United Railways Co., their conductors, 
and the majority of the people apparently give 
little or’ no consideration. 

In the first place, the antiquated method of 
heating or attempting to heat a car by @ stove— 
usually in the extreme front end—is entirely in- 
adequate. Around the stove it is entirely too 
warm; the rest of the car is cold. Electric radi- 
ators placed between and below each window or 
under the seats, as was formerly done on the Sub- 
urban cars, would insure a tunfform heat through- 
out the car and would also dispense with smoke, 
danger of fire in cage of collision or of being 
thrown againgt the stove, if standing, by the sud- 
den starting or stopping of the car. 

Concerning ventilation, it should be the con- 
ductor’s duty to see that his car is properly venti- 
lated at all times. Their one idea seems to be a 
red hot stove or else no fire at all, and in every 
case all ventilators closed. They get a good deal 
of fresh air themselves and perhaps are not in 
a position to judge just how foul the air in 
a hot, crowded car can become. Fixed ventilators at 
regular intervals the length of the car roof, such 
as are used on modern buildings, which would be 
open all the time, would solye the problem, pro- 
tect the health of the public and not place them 
at the mercy of an ignorant or careless con- 
ductor, the fresh air crank or the hot air crank 
either. With every sort of people, with all man- 
ner of disease themselves and many of them 
coming from infected places, the question of 
properly heating and ventilating the cars fs of 
vital importance and one upon which both the 
people and the Board of Health in particular have 
been silent entirely too long. A. D. P.
